Mayors want ministry nod before site OK

WELLAND - The Ministry 
of Health must give the green 
light before a decision can 
be made on where to build a 
south Niagara hospital. 

It’s a sentiment echoed by 
several area mayors. 

Welland’s Barry Sharpe, Port 
Colborne’s Vance Badawey, 
April Jeffs of Wainfleet, Doug 
Martin of Fort Erie, Niagara 
Falls’ Jim Diodati and Pelham’s 
Dave Augustyn met with 


Regional Chair Gary Burroughs 
last Friday in the first of a series 
of meetings to discuss a pos¬ 
sible hospital site. 

Diodati told QMI Agency 
Niagara after the meeting 
that the province should first 
endorse a new hospital before 
the mayors make a final deci¬ 
sion on where it should be 
built. 

“We need to hear from 
the minister of health. We 
don’t want to be doing this in 
vain,” Diodati said last Friday. 
“We want to know if (Health 


Minister Deb Matthews) is on 
side and supportive, and get a 
commitment on that, or else 
why go through this exercise?” 

Jeffs agreed with her Niagara 
Falls counterpart, stating the 
Ministry of Health must give 
its blessing in order to “get the 
ball rolling” on deciding an 
appropriate site. 

“We want to ensure that 
there’s proper funding avail¬ 
able,” Jeffs said. “It can be 
located anywhere. Location 
is a huge issue. We have to be 
able to build it, too." 


Sharpe said the meeting with 
Burroughs went well and said 
there was a common agree¬ 
ment that it should be clear 
funding is available to support 
a hospital in south Niagara. 

“We have to make sure it is 
a possibility before we go on,” 
Sharpe said. 

Provincially appointed 
Niagara Health System super¬ 
visor Kevin Smith recently 
recommended a new hospital 
in the region’s south end to 
complement the one under 
construction in St. Catharines 


— and replace the Welland, 
Port Colborne, Fort Erie and 
Niagara Falls hospitals. Smith 
asked south Niagara mayors 
to suggest a suitable location 
for a new hospital and an 

Smith noted at the time it 
would cost about $1.1 billion 
for badly needed renova¬ 
tions to south Niagara’s four 
hospitals. 

It would cost $850 million 
to build a new hospital to 
serve those communities, he

Day-care shortage hits Niagara homes

ST. CATHARINES - Finding 
care for her children just got a 
lot harder for at least one local 

With a semester of school 
ahead of her, 30-year-old 
Amanda — who didn’t want 
her surname used — said 
she's at a loss to find care for 
her infant daughter. She said 
she has been receiving it from 
Niagara Region but is been 
unable to get it now. And her 
April lessons about to begin. 

She’s got no beef with the 
region's workers — they’ve 
been a great help, she said — 
but “it certainly makes every¬ 


thing a bit 
harder,” she

Amanda, 
who is 
studying 
social work 
atMcMaster 
University, 
is one of many caught in a 
painful child-care pinch at the 
region that has seen hundreds 
put on a waiting list as the 
system grapples with escalat¬ 
ing demand, rising costs and 
not enough cash to go around. 

Children’s services director 
Kathryn O’Hagan-Todd said 


the region has implemented 
waiting lists for everyone seek¬ 
ing child care subsidies except 
those who work. 

That means waits of about 
three months for a care space 
to open up for parents in 
school, like Amanda, or for 
those without work and on the 
hunt for a job. 

Even for those who are 
working, she said, it’s taking 
eight to 10 weeks. 

The lists were put in place 
Jan. 15, she said. 

“It’s been building for a 
couple of years," she said, cred¬ 
iting the economic downturn 
with increased demand for 
fully-subsidized child care. 

"We know it's creating hard¬ 



ship for people, but we really 
are in a place where we have 
high demand and limited 

O’Hagan-Todd said the 
region gets about $20 million a 
year for child care services. 

But that’s a fixed amount 
and it hasn’t gone up since 
2005 when, she said, the region 
got funding for the Best Start 

She figured the region needs 
another $1.2 million — about 
350 child-care spaces worth of 
cash — to meet the demand. 

O’Hagan-Todd said working 
families get priority because 
the Region is required by the 
province to provide them child 
care. But they’re also where 


the bulk of the demand comes 

Pelham Coun. Brian Baty, 
co-chair of regional coun¬ 
cil's public health and social 
services committee, said the 
crunch comes with more 
child care workers flocking to 
better-paying jobs at school 
boards to provide full-day 
kindergarten. 

He said demand is espe¬ 
cially high for care for tod¬ 
dlers. Caring for them, he 
said, costs more and takes 
more staff than looking after 
kids ages four and five. 

“They’re caught in a fund¬ 
ing strap,” Baty said. "It’s a very, 
very difficult situation for, I 
think, all of the people.”

Deep freeze may deep-six some tree fruit crops

ST. CATHARINES - A 
spring of roller-coaster temper¬ 
atures in Niagara has derailed 
swaths of this year’s fruit crop. 

After a warm March that 
lured buds and blossoms out 
early, the last weekend in April 
proved devastating for many 
stone fruit and apple growers. 


dips of-1°C to -5°C hammered 
orchards in some less-pro¬ 
tected areas away from Lake 
Ontario and the Niagara River. 

Tom Moyer of Cherry 
Avenue Farms in Lincoln has 
a blunt assessment of this sea¬ 
son’s cherries, peaches and 
nectarines. 

“By cold weather stan¬ 
dards, it is a car crash,” he 
said. “We’re all in a bit of a 
state of shock. There will be 
some fruit around, how much 
who knows, but it’s really, 
really bad. 

“What’s unique about this 
one, is from Lake Michigan to 
lower Canada, everyone’s in 
trouble.” 

It’s so rough, in fact, the 
popular pick-your-own fruit 
operation advises on its web¬ 
site it will be “extremely for¬ 
tunate to even have 10 to 20% 
of a normal crop.” 

Cherry Avenue advises 
there’s a chance there will be 
no fruit for picking this year. 

Phil Tregguno, a Niagara- 
on-the-Lake grower and new 
chair of the Ontario Tender 
Fruit Producers Marketing 
Board, said the cold shock 
means Niagara will likely 
only see 70% of a full crop 
this year. 

Niagara produces about 
85% the province's $48-mil- 
lion annual tender fruit crop 
industry. 

Tregguno said “certain 
areas and certain grow¬ 
ers have been devastated 


with the (hard frosts), other 
areas have been relatively 
untouched.” 

“We do know there are 
individual growers in certain 
locations that are completely 
wiped out,” he said, adding 
worst-hit areas are well away 
from water-body temperature 
moderation. 

Grapes, not included in 
that total, appear largely 
unscathed, but apple, cher¬ 
ries, plums and nectarines 
fared the worst. 

Grape and tender-fruit 
crop consultant Kevin Ker 
has seen damage tree fruit 
in this area, including some 
pears. However, it seems to 
be sporadic, he said. “Those 
closest to the lake and river 
fared better than those fur¬ 
ther back. 

“Younger trees were defi¬ 
nitely hit more so than older 
trees,” Ker said, as were blos¬ 
soms on the lower parts of 
trees. “We’re all in a wait-and- 
see for about the next week or 
so to see what (fruit) is going 

Grape Growers of Ontario 
CEO Debbie Zimmerman 
said area vines are in pretty 
good shape. 

“I don’t think you’re seeing 
damage of any significance,” 
Zimmerman said. "You are 
seeing some with early 
hybrids like the Baco Noir ... 
but that has yet to emerge. 

“We're not seeing the same 
issues as tree or stone fruit." 

Ontario Apple Growers 
warned in a release Friday 
Ontarians can expect fewer 
locally-grown apples this fall, 
and they’ll likely be more 
expensive. 

It predicts a tough year for 
apple farmers, with some 
seeing a 100% orchard loss 
this season. Every apple 
grower is affected, it said.

Suppressing charitable voices a disservice to all Canadians 


It’s easy to dream of quick money - - the 
government makes it look incredibly 
appealing. One only need see the OLG’s 
barrage of television commercials to 
want to be driving a fast car, living in a big 
house, vacationing every week for life, and 
never having to work. 

Consider the following: in 1992, net 
revenue from government-run lotteries, 
video lottery terminals, casinos and slot 
machines not in casinos in Canada was 
$2.73 billion. In 2008, that ballooned to 
$13.67 billion. 

Gaming has become Canada’s largest 
entertainment industry, roughly the same 
as professional sports, movies, television 
and music combined. 

More alarming is the number of youth 
exposed to gambling at a young age. 

The Problem Gambling Institute of 
Ontario notes 45% of teens played poker 
in the past year, and 18% of teens worry 
about their friends’ poker playing, with 
15% feeling poker is a problem at their 
school. Of Ontario students in Grades 7 
to 12,2.8% or 29,000 students reported 
having a gambling problem. 

While online poker sites and TV 
coverage are easy targets for finger¬ 
pointing, it is often a more innocent 
exposure to gambling that leads to 
problems — and it starts at home. 

Some things are for grown-ups. 
Gambling is one of them.

ST. CATHARINES - Niagara’s new 
police chief has walked the beat. 

ieff McGuire has been in charge of 
Toronto’s homicide squad. He’s led 
Toronto's downtown 51 Division, known 
as one of the most challenging patrols in 

For 34 years, he climbed the Toronto 
Police Service ranks to 
acting deputy chief in 
charge of specialized 

On June 18, he’ll 
take over as Niagara 
Regional Police 
Service's top cop. 

"I’ve spent my entire 
life, since I was 18, in 
policing," McGuire 
said. “I was looking for 
an opportunity where 
I would be able to lead a large organiza¬ 
tion and help it move forward.” 

His operational background is a 
contrast to that of retired chief Wendy 
Southall, Niagara’s first civilian chief. 

“Wendy’s done a tremendous job,” 
McGuire said. “There were things that 
needed to be fixed and organized properly 
and changed that she had the expertise 
to do ... she did that A lot of the admin¬ 
istrative pieces she’s taken care of have 
made a difference and left a really good 


framework. 

“That side of the house is in really 
good shape.” 

McGuire said he’s looking forward 
to working in Niagara, where two of 
his three daughters attended Brock 
University. 

The married father admits there are 
challenges facing the local service, 
including its facilities plan and budget. 

McGuire said his operational experi¬ 
ence and strong background in investi¬ 
gations will help in his new role. 

“That gives me the opportunity to get 
off on the right foot as a leader with the 
cop that’s out there driving the car,” he 
said. “I’ve certainly experienced almost 
every aspect of policing." 

He acknowledged morale is also on his 
radar, calling it “absolutely important. 

“It’s key to the success of an organiza¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Niagara Region Police Association 
president Paul Di Simoni said morale 
among the rank and file has been low for 
a "considerable period of time.” 

He said the association is looking 
forward to working with McGuire, who 
has a good reputation in the policing 
community. 

“I'm hoping together we can make 
positive changes in the organization,” 
he said. “There’s some things that can be 
done and should be done differently.”

CATHARINES - Regis 
Allard wouldn't want his 
loved ones to shed tears over 
his death. 

He’d want them to cel¬ 
ebrate a life well lived. 

“He always used to say, 
‘Don’t cry for me, just remem¬ 
ber the good times,’ ” said his 
daughter, Megan Allard, 23. 
“We’re so lucky and fortunate 
to have had him in our lives.” 

She said her dad died doing 
something he loved — riding 
his motorcycle. 

The 47-year-old St. 
Catharines man was killed 
Wednesday morning on 
his way to work when his 
motorcycle collided with a 
pickup truck at the intersec¬ 
tion of Merrittville Hwy. and 
Regional Rd. 20. 

Allard rode his motorcycle 
everywhere and was always 
happy on the back of a bike, 
especially his new 2012 
BMW. 

“It was his new baby,” 
Megan said. 

She said her father and 
mother Michelle were plan¬ 
ning to take the bike on a 
road trip to Nova Scotia to 
celebrate their 25th wedding 
anniversary in August. 

They were more than a 
married couple, she said. 
They were best friends. 

“I can only dream to have 
something close to the rela¬ 
tionship they had,” Megan 

She said her dad was a 
courageous man who was a 
constant inspiration to her 
and her 20-year-old sister, 
Amanda. 


About five years ago, Allard 
went back to school to follow 
his dream of becoming a 
photographer. 

“We were so proud of 
him. He went back to do 
something he loved and was 
passionate about,” she said, 
noting he started his own 
photography business. 

His photography instructor 
at Niagara College, J.T. Lewis, 
remembers Allard as a hard 
worker who was dedicated to 


growing as a photographer. 

"When he came to class, he 
was a very happy, easygoing 
person," Lewis said, adding it 
was a pleasure to work with 
him. 

Megan said her dad had an 
infectious sense of humour 
and always saw the best in 

"He was amazing. He was 
so strong and full of life," she 
said. “He was our rock.” 

Megan said her father 


started riding motorcycles 
when he was 15. He was 
known for being extremely 
cautious and had completed 
an OPP Golden Helmets 
motorcycle safety course, she 

The cause of the collision, 
which happened at 7:20 
a.m., is being investigated by 
Niagara Regional Police. 

Police said Wednesday 
that Allard was headed 
southbound on Merrittville 


collided with a northbound 
pickup truck being driven by 
a 21-year-old Welland man. 
The pickup truck was turning 
west onto Regional Rd. 20, 
police said. The truck driver 
and his 20-year-old passen¬ 
ger weren’t injured. 

Niagara Region’s traffic 
department is reviewing the 
configuration of the inter¬ 
section where the collision 
occurred. 

"We’ll take a look at the 
traffic issues, the geometry 
of the intersection, the sig¬ 
nage, just about every aspect 
of it to see if in some way you 
can make an engineering 
improvement that might mit¬ 
igate the chances of any reoc¬ 
currence,” said Joe Cousins, 
the Region’s director of trans¬ 
portation services. 

He said the crash is the 
first of that severity since the 
intersection was rebuilt three 
years ago. “Generally, if there 
is a serious injury or fatality, 
we want to take a look at it,” 
he said. “We’ll workwith NRE” 

John Doan, assistant trea¬ 
surer of the Welland County 
Motorcycle Club, said the 
tragedy underscores the need 
for both riders and drivers to 
watch out for each other. The 
75-year-old has been riding 
since he was a teenager and 
has had a few dose calls. 

“You are literally invisible,” 
he said. “Drivers do not see 
you. You have to keep in mind 
that at times it seems like 
everyone who drives a car is 
a psychopath and is out to kill 
you. If you keep that in mind,

Greenbelt produces 
billions annually: report

ST. CATHARINES — 
Keeping the Greenbelt green 
in Niagara isn't just about 
preserving nature, says an 
advocacy group. It makes 
good economic sense, too. 

The Friends of the 
Greenbelt Foundation 
released a report Tuesday 
that said the 325-km strip of 
Ontario green space and farm 
land contributes $9.1 billion 
to the provincial economy 
annually. 

Locally, the Greenbelt — 
home to Niagara's agricultural 
lands and important tourist 
attractions — produces more 
than $1.5 billion in revenue 
each year. 

“So what this tells us is that 
by preserving the land and 


not paving it over for a sub¬ 
division, there is an impor¬ 
tant economic impact,” said 
Burkhard Mausberg, the 
foundation’s CEO. 

“If you paved it over, you 
might see an economic jump 
in that year because of the 
construction and so on. After 
that, though, it would drop 
right off.” 

The foundation works to 
protect and promote Ontario’s 
Greenbelt. Mausberg said it 
hired Econometric Research 
Ltd. to identify the eco¬ 
nomic activity related to the 
Greenbelt using Statistics 
Canada data. 

In the past, the foundation 
has looked at the ecological 
benefits of protecting the 
Greenbelt, but had not drilled 
down into the economic 
activity.

“I was surprised, honestly, 
by the scope of the numbers,’’ 
he said. 

The report says the $1.5 
billion in annual economic 
activity also produces nearly 
23,000 full-time jobs in 
Niagara. 

Patrick Robson, commis¬ 
sioner of integrated planning 
for Niagara Region, said it’s 
difficult to analyze the num¬ 
bers in the report until he gets 
a better look at the methodol¬ 
ogy used by Econometric. 

He said the region once 
used 2006 census data to 
examine the economic 
output of the region’s agri¬ 
cultural sector and found it 
produced $2.4 billion annu¬ 
ally. However, that figure took 
into account industries like 
poultry farming, which are 
not exclusively found in the 
Greenbelt area. 

“So if you take tourism with 
that, you could get $1.5 bil¬ 


lion,” Robson said. “Certainly, 
I don’t have any data that 
would dispute that figure.” 

He said the idea that the 
Greenbelt generates big dol¬ 
lars because it is undevel¬ 
oped is not entirely accurate. 
He said winery development 
on the Niagara Escarpment, 
part of the Greenbelt, has 
increased the volume of agri¬ 
cultural lands, which gener¬ 
ates significant money. 

However, he said the 
Friends of the Greenbelt 
Foundation report could pro¬ 
vide a baseline figure of eco¬ 
nomic activity that he would 
like to see increase. 

“My interest is in finding 
out how we can make that 
output larger,” he said, sug¬ 
gesting farm tourism as an 
example of a way to work 
with local farmers to generate 
more revenue.

"To me, being able to work 
long-term in the gerontology 
field was my dream, and I was 
able to live my dream by start¬ 
ing off at the region,” he said. 

Ventresca, who crossed the 
36-year threshold March 1, will 
wrap up May 31. 

He’s been director of seniors 


services since 1996, oversee¬ 
ing the region’s eight long-term 
care homes. That duty, he said, 
will be taken up by Henriette 


of a long-term care home in 
Muskoka.

He said one of his first tasks 
after he got the director’s job 


was to grapple with massive 
service cuts and a demand to 
slash the department’s spend¬ 
ing by $2 million — without 
losing services. 

“To say that it was chal¬ 
lenging would be an under¬ 
statement,” he said, “but it 
tested my commitment to the 
cause that... I’d devoted my 

In the end, he said, a plan 


came together that slashed 
spending equivalent to 52 
full-time positions, but did 
the job. 

Today, he said, the region’s 
benchmarking ranks its 
seniors’ service system 
among the province’s most 
cost-effective. 

Ventresca pointed to the 
2003 opening of the T. Roy 
adams Regional Centre 


for dementia Care in st. 
Catharines as one of the most 
rewarding moments of his 

“That was a real reach for 
us,” he said, “and we did it 
based on family feedback and 
a need for improvements in 
that level of care.” 

Before, he said, the region 
had been running on a crazy- 
quilt system of dementia care. 


He said it often left seniors 
with dementia either sedated 
in long-term care homes or in 
psychiatric wards. 

Also among the high 
points, he said, was a $48-mil- 
lion redevelopment of three 
seniors homes deemed below 
standard by the province in 
the late 1990s.

Over time, he said, caring for 
seniors has changed. 

Ventresca said 17.4% of 
Niagarans are senior citizens,

That’s led him to develop 
interests offthe job, too, though 
he said he’ll likely join a couple 
committees on seniors issues. 


In the meantime, he said he 
plans to “catch up a bit on life” 
and spend some time with his 
two adult sons, new grandson 
and mother.

Retired tender- 
fruit board chair 
branches in a 
new direction

LINCOLN—Len Troup is leav¬ 
ing the politics of ftuit behind and 
getting back to the family farm. 

"I’ve gone back to my roots,” 
said Troup, the longtime voice 
of the Ontario Tender Fruit 
Producers’ Marketing Board. 

"I’ve become kind of the 
gopher I have no intention of 
going into management again." 

Troup, 68, retired from the 
chairman position he held for 
15 years when his term officially 
ended in ApriL He was a director 
on the board for more than half 
his life, servingfor35years. 

He announced he wouldn’t 
be running for the position at the 
annual general meeting saying 
he believed it was time to retire 
and let others take the helm. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake farmer 
Phil Tregunno has taken over as 
new chairman. 

Troup saw significant industry 
changes over the decades at the 
board. The viable processing side 
of the industry in Ontario shut 
down and is now almost an exclu¬ 
sively fresh market industry, he 
said. 

The number of individual 
farms has shrunk, as growers 
have consolidated to meet the 
demands of the market 

“The world changes and 
we have to adapt,” Troup said, 
explaining variety of product 
has changed, too. 

But the challenge has been 
the cost of doing business 
when its cheaper to import 
products from foreign markets 
than produce them in Ontario. 

“It’s a tough time now to be 
in the tender fruit business. 
Our costs are very high, mostly 
due to government policy,” 
he said, adding that’s due to 
high wages and food safety 
standards. 

“It’s a great time to be a 
consumer. They probably 
don’t know it, but they've got 
a real bargain here.” 

Troup said relative to the

of the board Troup 
became 

about politics than he ever 
anticipated 

The grower he said, is at the 
receiving end of politically- 
influenced events, like free 
trade and the value of the dollar 
Decision-makers often fail to 
see the impact on the growers, 
Troup said. 

"We were charged with over¬ 
seeing the marketing of our 
product,” he said. “We’re still 
doing that but we spend an 
awful lot of time now in politics, 
trying to influence decisions at 
the government level and work¬ 
ing with other form groups to try 
and have a bigger voice.” 

One of Troup’s proudest 
moments on the board was 
when growers came together 
during the plum pox devasta¬ 
tion in 2000 that saw massive 
amounts of orchards removed. 

Troup said they were able 
to hold the farmers together 
and speak as one, which was 
extremely difficult. There were 
different opinions and strong 
individuals but they worked as a 
unit, he said. 

As a result, Troup said the 
tender fruit growers had a lot 
of influence and changed the 
minds of those at the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency more 
than once. "At the time it was 
something a lot of people 
thought we couldn’t do and we 
did it anyway,” Troup said 

Today, Troup is content 
to leave politics behind and get 
his hands dirty back at Lakelee, 
where his oldest son and brother 
are running the form with other 
family members.
